Evansville, Ind., Aug. 28.—William 
Lee, the BoonvITie young man who was 
brought to the jail in this city follow­ 
ing his arrest on the charge of m ur­ 
dering his father, m other and younger 
brother, has made a confession, follow­ 
ing which he was taken to the reform­ 
atory at Jeffersonville, under the be­ 
lief of the officers that it would be 
better to have Lee at the reformatory 
until his trial, to avert any i>ossih!e 
demonstrations 
against 
him 
by 
a 
Boonville mob in this city. 
Lee wrote the confession and signed 
it. 
Sheriff Davis had a conversation 
with Lee, in which he obtained state­ 
ments with him of the fact th a t he 
had killed all three members of his 
family, and then he requested Lee to 
write it. 
“I gather from what Lee tells me," 
said Sheriff Davis, “that the m urder j 
w*as the result of a quarrel over money 
matters. 
His own insane tem per was 
pitted against the other three mem­ 
bers of his family, who w*ere opposing 
him for wanting to get m arried w*hen 
he had no money with which to sup­ 
port himself, let alQne a wife, He had 
been, as we know-, a soi'frcS of constant 
expense 
to 
the 
family, 
demanding 
money, and, at times, threatening to 
kill the family if they did not give it 
to him. 
“I have not questioned Lee about 
♦he facts immediately preceding the 
murder, except to learn that his moth­ 
er had told him he ought not get m ar­ 
ried. 
He came in about midnight, 
walked through the room where his 
parents and brother were lying, and 
his m other asked him wh$ he was out 
so late. 
He answered that he had 
been with bis girl, Miss Mina Taylor, 
of near Paradise, and th at they were 
going to get m arried on the following 
day. 
“Lee has* not told what followed. 
There must have been a quarrel, in 
which possibly all members of the 
family took a part. 
The confession as 
he writes it is a disjointed affair, and 
does not give any plain, statem ents 
about the details. 
It leaves no doubt, 
however, of the essential fact lliat he 
killed all thTTc. 
“From all that I am able to deter­ 
mine from his statem ents to me he 
struck at his m other first and killed 
his brother next. 
He gives the im­ 
pression in his written statem ent that 
he w*as so bewildered with murderous 
desire that he did not know* what he 
was doing. 
He says he killed his 
father last. 
The father, he says, saw 
what he was doing and said, according 
to w*hat Will tells me, ‘I’m going to 
kill you.’ 
Will says he struck blindly 
at the father and felled him." 
The details concerning Lee’s setting 
fire to the house are not so w*ell estab­ 
lished by the confession. He admitted 
Friday in the Boonville jail, before he 
was brought to this city, that Lie had 
oiled the bedding and set fire to it.

wards have been offered for the arrest 
and conviction of the person who cried 
“Fire” in the Morgan opera house here 
Saturday night, causing a panic in 
which tw’enty-six persons were tram­ 
pled to death and at least forty others 
hurt. The police fear th a t if he is cap­ 
tured he will be dealt with violently, 
as threats are heard on all sides. 
A 
report was circulated Sunday night 
} that a suspect had been arrested. 
In 
less than five minutes 1.000 persons 
started oil a run for the little lockup, 
but were told that it was all a m istake 
and that no arrests had been made. 
Cannonsburg has not vet recovered 
from the shock of the disaster. 
The 
little towrn was alive with people Sun- 
j day afternoon, when streetcars and 
j trains brought in crowds of 50,000. 
Young Prisoner Facing Prosed’- 
j Stickpins, 
finger 
rings, 
bracelets, 
watch chains, wearing apparel of all 
sorts and even pieces of hum an fingers 
were found Inside and outside the fa­ 
tal building. 
Several riots took place 
among the souvenor seekers and the 
police were called on to quell the dis­ 
turbance. 
There are thirty-two persons, hurt 
in the stampede, under the doctor’s 
care 
Many others are known to be 
hurt. 
Most of the dead have been 
identified and the bodies removed to 
law-1 their homes. 
The coroner’s jury has 
arrived in Cannonsburg from W ash­ 
ington, Pa., and begun an investiga­ 
tion. 
The police declared that they 
had sufficient evidence to convince 
them that the cry of “fire” which caus­ 
ed the panic was emitted by two boys 
In the gallery. 
John McCullough, the moving pic­ 
ture operator, had just thrown the ti­ 
tle of the next series of picttures on 
the screen, “A Little Child Shall Lead 
Them," when the film exploded and 
his asbestos cabinet was filled with 
flame. 
The audience was totally una 
w*are of the accident and the operator 
heroically fought down the flames and 
extinguished them. 
But he made the 
fatal mistake of throwing open the 
door of Ins cabinet and the smoke 
rushed out into the audience. 
Some persons saw the smoke and 
yelled “fire" and the 300 members of 
the audience turned in their seats, saw 
the smoke, jumped to their feet and 
made a frantic rush for the one door­ 
way leading to the narrow*, eight-foot 
stairway, piling down on 200 people 
crow*ded in the passagew*ay, awaiting 
the end of the performance to take 
the places of those who had seen the 
show*. 
Immediately the narrow stair­ 
way was packed and jam m ed ten feet 
high with the dead and dying, the 
shrieking injured and the screaming
